Representatives of the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company have suggested to city officials that the City 
of Cumberland build a sewage treatm ent facility so 
that clean water will be available in event the glass 
company goes ahead with plans to build a new plant 
here. 


There was no Indication that the company’s final 
decision to locate here hinges on construction of such 
a sewage treatm ent facility, but there can be little 
doubt that assurance of such a project would react 
favorably on officials of Pittsburgh Plate. 


Cumberland 
already is confronted 
with court 
action instituted by the State Department of Health 
In a move to force this city to build a sewage disposal 
plant and so relieve the health menace resulting from 
the dumping of raw sewage into the Potomac River. 


Construction of such a facility, which has been 
considered by the city, would be expensive. With that 


there can be no argument. But once completed a 
m odem sewage disposal plant would be som ething else 
at which Cumberlanders could point with pride. 


Certainly now there can be no pride in acknow­ 
ledging or adm itting to anyone that a city the size of 
Cumberland has no sewage disposal plant but instead 
dumps its sewage into the Potomac River. That such is 
the case Is a disgrace. 


Eventually, Cumberland will 
have 
to build a 


•ewage disposal plant, lf not by force of law then by 
force of public opinion. 


Why not get moving in the right direction now by 
letting the machinery in motion to build a m odem, 
adequate sewage disposal plant? 
It may help to assure the location here of a big, 
pew plant with resultant increased employment. It will 


relieve the ever present danger of disease by reducing 
pollution of the river. It will show others that Cum­ 
berland Is a modem , forward-looking, progressive city. 
L ets do It voluntarily instead of being forced into it 


by the courts. 


The Stockholders' Report Arrives 


These Days 


By George E. Sokolsky 


*The Santa Fe Case 


The failure of the Congress to revise the Taft-H artky 
I.aw in this session brings to the fore the case of the 
Santa Fe Railroad, which is fighting through the courts 
the question of the closed shop. 
While railroads do not 
com e under this act, whatever decision is handed down 
by the Supreme Court m ay affect every industry. 
The basis for the legal argum ent was stated by F. G. 
Gurley, president of the Santa Fe System Lines, as follows: 


. . This young m an (a railroad em p lo y e) had 
been a m em b er of the appropriate labor organisation. 
The tim e c a m e when unfortunately both his w ife and 
his child b ecam e IU. He encountered unusual ex p e n se s 
which 
caused 
him 
to 
be 
in 
debt 
and 
he 
b eca m e 
delinquent in his dues to the labor organisation. When 
he b ecam e delinquent in his dues he w a s no longer in 
good standing and. under the a g reem en t betw een the 
labor organisation and the railroad in question be w as 
discharged. 
Of course this did not help him pay his 
debts nor did it help him or his fam ily in the pursuit 
of hap piness." 


This young man was one of 13 Santa Fe employes who 
testified at Amarillo, Texas, against both the unions and 
the railroad, parties of an agreement. In due course, the 
railroad lined up with these 13 employes against the 
unions. Thus far, the Supreme Court has never decided 
a "right-to-work" case. In the instance of the one worker 
quoted, the issue is so clear: 


1. He is not opposed to unions; 
2. 
He belonged to a union; 
3. Because of circumstances beyond his control, he 
fell intrf arrears in dues payments; 


4 . 
He did not deny his obligation but could not meet it; 
5. 
Therefore, the union rejected his right to w-ork. 


The question then Is: 
D oes the law — any la w —the 
R ailw ay Labor Law or the Taft Hartley Law. a u th o r ly 
a union to 
forbid a m an to work 
becau se he falls Into 
arrears in 
union dues p a y m en ts? M orally, the question 
is whether a m an's responsibility to his fam ily. In a 
tight financial situation, is greater than his respon­ 
sibility to his union. 


The answer to both questions could be that the man 
could borrow money to pay his dues, but is it public policy 
to force a man into debt to a bank or a loan shark when 
he might be in debt to his union, 
meeting that debt as 
his situation cleared up? 
Even taxes can be postponed 
upon application. 
Mr. Gurley makes the point: 
"The payment of dues to the union cannot properly be 
likened to taxes. Taxation is a sovereign power and m ay 
be exercised by the government alone. There is not the 
slightest basis for the levying of taxes by a labor union 
or by any other private association. 


The 
unions’ 
argum ent 
against this 
is that 
the 
unions obtain benefits for the m en which are ad van­ 
tageou s both to those who Join unions and those who 
do not. 
Why should there he any free riders? 
That 
in volves the further argum ent that com pulsory m e m ­ 
bership requires a renunciation of the liberty of person. 


* * Suppose an individual can do better for h im self by not 
Joining a union, should he be com pelled to a ccep t the 
basic pay. which the union insists upon, rather than 
the 
better 
pay 
b ecause 
of 
his 
superior 
abilities? 
Actually, in m an y industries when such m ore able 
w orkers are d iscovered , they are singled out. given 
titles which do not com e within the union a g reem en ts. 
S o m etim es they are called " e x e c u tiv e s.’' 


Mr. Gurley puts it this way: 


**. . . Suppose a law were passed providing 
that 
m anagem ent could require as a condition of employment 
that all employes must belong to an industry protective 
association, formed to advance the welfare of the industry 
as a whole. A strong argum ent could be made that the 
corporate employer, by financing, organizing and m anag­ 
ing the business, is providing the opportunity for employ­ 
m ent which is so vital to the employes, furnishing them 
as it does with the means of earning a livelihood • • •” 
This is not a popular argument but it is neither fanci­ 
ful nor illogical.

Unyielding Attitude Of Reds Witnessed At Geneva 


GENEVA—It is possible now to 
give an outline of what is going to 
happen at this conference with re ­ 
spect to both the Indochina and the 
Korean problems. 
First, there is to be no sctlement 
of the controversy over unifying 
North and South Korea. The pro­ 
posal of the Communists that an 
all-Korean election tie held without 
supervision by the United Nations 
has brushed aside all hopes of any 
agreement. This conference will 
merely announce in due time the 
points of difference and express 
the hope that at some future time, 
perhaps with the rising influence 
of world opinion, the United Nat­ 
ions itself can take it up again. 
Second, as to Indochina, there 
will be a patched-up proposal to 
bring about a cessation of hostil­ 
ities, but the United States will not 
be satisfied with the plan because 
of a fear that the Communists will 
be able thereby to overrun all of 
Indochina. Accordingly, as was an­ 
nounced in the early days of this 
conference by Secretary of State 
Dulles, the American government 
will "disassociate’’ itself from the 
proposal. 
There 
is 
no certainty 
that the Communists will accept it 
—which, of course, would relieve 
everybody on the Allied side from 
em barrassm ent. 
Such 
a

would also m ean steppcd-up mili­ 
tary operations in Indochina, with 
more material aid from the United 
States than before, though America 
has no intention at present of using 
any of her manpower there. This 
can happen only if there is a 
general outbreak and the Chinese 
engage in what is called by Mr.
